PREFACE. 

The  Priest's  Book  contains  those  Offices  and 
Benedictions  winch  are  within  the  power  of  a 
Priest  to  perform — the  line  being  strictly  drawn 
between  Parochial  and  Pontifical  offices,  a  dis- 
tinction plainly  set  forth  in  ancient  Liturgies. 
The  prayers  in  Commemoration  of  the  Faithful 
Departed  are  drawn  and  compiled  from  the  Clem- 
entine Liturgy,  the  Liturgy  of  S.  James  (Greek 
and  Syriac),  Liturgy  of  the  Armenian  Church, 
Liturgy  of  S.  Mark,  and  Coptic  Liturgy.  The 
Editor  is  indebted  to  innumerable  authors,  known 
and  anonymous,  for  the  compiled  offices,  and  de- 
sires to  express  his  grateful  acknowledgments 
especially  to  the  Bishop  of  Albany,  to  the  Eev. 
Dr.  Dean,  Chancellor,  and  to  the  Eev.  Dr.  Hills, 
of  Burlington,  for  both  material  and  helpful  en- 
couragement. 
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THE  MINISTRATION  OF 

PUBLIC  BAPTISM  OF  INFANTS, 

TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

k  The  People  are  to  be  admonished,  that  it  is  most  conven- 
ient that  Baptism  should  not  be  administered  but  upon 
Sundays  and  other  Holy  Days,  or  Prayer  Days.  Never- 
theless (if  necessity  so  require  )  Baptism  may  be  adminis- 
tered upon  any  other  day. 

«J  There  shall  be  for  every  Male-child  to  be  baptized,  when 
they  can  be  had,  two  Godfathers  and  one  Godmother  :  and 
for  every  Female,  one  Godfather  and  two  Godmothers  ;  and 
Parents  shall  be  admitted  as  Sponsors,  if  it  be  desired. 

%  When  there  are  children  to  be  baptized,  the  Parents  or 
Sponsors  shall  give  knowledge  thereof,  before  the  begin- 
ning of  Morning  Prayer,  to  the  Minister.  And  then  the. 
Godfathers  and  Godmothers,  and  the  People  with  the  Chil- 
dren, must  be  ready  at  the  Font,  either  immediately  after 
the  last  Lesson  at  Morning  Prayer,  or  else  immediately 
after  the  last  Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Minister  by 
his  discretion  shall  appoint.  And  the  Minister  coming  to 
the  Font,  (which  is  then  to  be  filled  with  pure  Water,)  and 
standing  there,  shall  say. 

this  Child  been  already  baptized,  or  no  ? 

If  If  they  answer,  No :  Then  shall  the  Minister  proceed  as 
followeth. 


beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men  are 
conceived  and  born  in  sin;  and  our  Saviour 
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Christ  saith.  None  can  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God,  except  he  be  regenerate  and  born  anew 
of  Water  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  I  beseech  you 
to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy,  he 
will  grant  to  this  CI  aid  that  which  by  nature  he 
cannot  have  ;  that  he  may  be  baptized  with  TVater 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  received  into  Christ's 
holy  Church  and  be  made  a  living  member  of  the 
same. 

*  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Let  us  pray. 

and  everlasting  God,  who  of  thy 
great  mercy  didst  save  Noah  and  his  family  in 
the  ark  from  perishing  by  water ;  and  also  didst 
safely  lead  the  children  of  Israel  thy  people 
through  the  Eed  Sea,  figuring  thereby  thy  holy 
Baptism  ;  and  by  the  Baptism  of  thy  well-beloved 
Son  Jesus  Christ  in  the  river  'Jordan,  diclst  sanc- 
tify Water  to  the  mystical  washing  away  of 
sin :  TVe  beseech  thee,  for  thine  infinite  mercies, 
that  thou  wilt  mercifully  look  upon  this  Child; 
wash  him  and  sanctify  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
that  he,  being  delivered  from  thy  wrath,  may  be 
received  into  the  ark  of  Christ's  Church  :  and 
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being  steadfast  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope, 
and  rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass  the  waves  of 
this  troublesome  world,  that  finally  he  may  come 
to  the  land  of  everlasting  life,  there  to  reign  with 
thee,  world  without  end ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

«  Or  this, 

^VlHtiCll)tl)  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  all 

who  need,  the  helper  of  all  who  flee  to  thee  for 
succour,  the  life  of  those  who  believe,  and  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead ;  We  call  upon  thee  for 
this  Infant,  that  he,  coming  to  thy  holy  Baptism, 
may  receive  remission  of  sin,  by  spiritual  regen- 
eration. Eeceive  htm,  0  Lord,  as  thou  hast 
promised  by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying,  Ask, 
and  ye  shall  have;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you.  So  give 
now  unto  us  who  ask ;  let  us  who  seek,  find ; 
open  the  gate  unto  us  who  knock ;  that  this  In- 
fant may  enjoy  the  everlasting  benediction  of 
thy  heavenly  washing,  and  may  come  to  the 
eternal  kingdom  which  thou  hast  promised  by 
Christ  our  Lord.

f  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  as  follows:  or  else  shall  pass 
on  to  the  questions  addressed  to  the  Sponsors  ;  and  from 
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thence  to  the  Prayer  immediately  before  the  Immersion, or 
the  pouring  of  water  on  the  infant.  But  note  :  that  in  every 
church  the  intermediate  part?  of  the  Service  shall  be  used, 
once  at  least  in  every  month,  (if  there  be  a  baptism/)  for 
the  better  instructing  of  the  People  in  the  Grounds  of  In- 
fant Baptism. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St. 
Mark,  in  the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the  thirteenth 
Verse. 

Ct)  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he 
should  touch  them ;  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw 
it.  he  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and 
forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he 
shall  not  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up 
in  his  arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed 
them. 

r  After  the  Gospel  is  read,  the  Minister  shall  make  this  brief 
Exhortation  upon  the  words  of  the  Gospel. 

13  clou  cb,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  words  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  that  he  commanded  the  chil- 
dren to  be  brought  unto  him ;  how  he  blamed 
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those  who  would  have  kept  them  from  him  ;  how 
he  exhorteth  all  men  to  follow  their  innocency. 
Ye  perceive  how,  by  his  outward  gesture  and 
deed,  he  declared  his  good  will  toward  them ; 
for  he  embraced  them  in  his  arms,  he  laid  his 
hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them.  Doubt  }^e 
not,  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe,  that  he  will 
likewise  favourably  receive  this  present  Infant; 
that  he  will  embrace  him  with  the  arms  of  his 
mercy ;  that  he  will  give  unto  him  the  blessing 
of  eternal  life,  and  make  him  partaker  of  his 
everlasting  kingdom. 

"Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good 
will  of  our  heavenly  Father  towards  this  Infant, 
declared  by  his  Son  Jesus  Christ ;  and  nothing 
doubting  but  that  he  favourably  alloweth  this 
charitable  work  of  ours  in  bringing  this  Infant  to 
his  holy  Baptism  ;  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly 
give  thanks  unto  him,  and  say, 

and  everlasting  God,  heavenly 
Father,  we  give  thee  humble  thanks,  that  thou 
hast  vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of 
thy  grace,  and  faith  in  thee :  Increase  this  knowl- 
edge, and  confirm  this  faith  in  us  evermore. 
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Give  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  this  Infant,  that  he  may 
be  born  again,  and  be  made  an  heir  of  everlast- 
ing salvation ;  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  now  and  for  ever.  Amen. 

r  Then  shall  the  Minister  speak  unto  the  Godfathers  ami 
Godmothers  on  this  wise. 

beloved,  ye  have  brought  this  Child 
here  to  be  baptized;  ye  have  prayed  that  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  receive  him, 
to  release  him  from  sin,  and  to  sanctify  him  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  to  give  him  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  and  everlasting  life.  Ye  have  heard  also 
that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  promised  in  his 
Gospel  to  grant  all  these  things  that  ye  have 
prayed  for :  which  promise  he,  for  his  part,  will 
most  surely  keep  and  perform. 

Wherefore,  after  this  promise  made  by  Christ, 
this  Infant  must  also  faithfully,  for  his  part, 
promise  by  you  that  are  his  sureties  (until  he 
come  of  age  to  take  it  upon  himself)  that  he  will 
renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  and  con- 
stantly believe  God's  holy  Word,  and  obediently 
keep  his  commandments. 
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f  The  Minister  shall  then  demand  of  the  Sponsors  as  fol- 
lows:  the  questions  being  considered  as  addressed  to  them 
severally,  and  the  answers  to  be  made  accordingly. 

I  demand  therefore, 

thou,  in  the  name  of  this  Child,  renounce 
the  devil  and  all  his  works,  the  vain  pomp  and 
glory  of  the  world,  with  all  covetous  desires  of 
the  same,  and  the  sinful  desires  of  the  flesh,  so 
that  thou  will  not  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them  ? 

Answer.  I  renounce  them  all ;  and,  by  God's 
help,  will  endeavour  not  to  follow,  nor  be  led  by 
them. 

Minister.  Dost  thou  believe  all  the  Articles  of 
the  Christian  Faith,  as  contained  in  the  Apostles' 
Creed? 

Answer.    I  do. 

Minister.    Will  thou  be  baptized  in  this  Faith  ? 

Answer.    That  is  my  desire. 

Minister.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently  keep 
God's  holy  will  and  commandments,  and  walk  in 
the  same  all  the  days  of  thy  life  ? 

Answer.    I  will,  by  Gods  help. 

•f  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

(D  merriftll  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in 
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this  CI  aid  maybe  so  buried,  that  the  new  man 
may  be  raised  up  in  him.  Amen, 

Grant  that  all  sinful  affections  may  die  in  Aim, 
and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may 
live  and  grow  in  him.  Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength  to 
have  victory,  and  to  triumph,  against  the  devil, 
the  world,  and  the  flesh.  Amen. 

Grant  that  whosoever  is  here  dedicated  to  thee 
by  our  office  and  ministry,  may  also  be  endued 
with  heavenly  virtues,  and  everlastingly  reward- 
ed, through  thy  mercy,  0  blessed  Lord  God, 
who  dost  live,  and  govern  all  things,  world  with- 
out end.  Amen.

♦  I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 


Then  the  Minister  shall  say, 

Uj  t  receive  this  Child  into  the  congregation  of 
Christ's  flock ;  and  do  *sign  him  *  Here  the  Minis. 
with  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  in  ter  shall  make  a 
token  that  hereafter,  he  shall  not  child's  forehead, 
be  ashamed  to  confess  the  faith  of  Christ  cruci- 
fied, and  manfully  to  fight  under  his  banner, 
against  sin,  the  world,  and  the  devil;  and  to 
continue  Christ's  faithful  soldier  and  servant 
unto  his  life's  end.  Amen. 

r  If  those  who  present  the  Infant  shall  desire  the  sign  of  the 
Cross  to  be  omitted,  although  the  Church  knows  no  worthy 
cause  of  scruple  concerning  the  same,  yet,  in  that  case,  the 
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Minister  may  omit  that  part  of  the  above  which  follows 
the  Immersion,  or  the  pouring  of  water  on  the  Infant. 

r  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

now.  clearly  beloved  brethren,  that  this 
Oh  dd  is  regenerate,  and  grafted  into  the  body  of 
Christ's  Church,  let  us  give  thanks  unto  Almighty 
God  for  these  benefits  ;  and  with  one  accord 
make  our  prayers  unto  him,  that  this  Child  may 
lead  the  rest  of  his  life  according  to  this  begin- 
ning. 

r  Then  shall  be  said,  all  kneeling, 

Father  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this 
day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  tres- 
passes, As  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against 
us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation ;  But  de- 
liver us  from  evil  Amen. 

f  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

tile  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful 
Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate 
this  Infant  with  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  Mm 
for  thine  own  Child  by  adoption,  and  to  incorpo- 
rate him  into  thy  holy  Church.

#0ra6mU(l)  as  this  Child  hath  promised  by 
you  his  sureties  to  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his 
works,  to  believe  in  God,  and  to  serve  him ;  ye 
must  remember,  that  it  is  your  parts  and  duties 
to  see  that  this  Infant  be  taught,  so  soon  as  he 
shall  be  able  to  learn,  what  a  solemn  vow,  prom- 
ise, and  profession,  he  hath  here  made  by  you. 
And  that  he  may  know  these  things  the  better, 
ye  shall  call  upon  him  to  hear  Sermons ;  and 
chiefly  ye  shall  provide,  that  he  may  learn  the 
Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  all  other  things  which  a  Christian 
ought  to  know  and  believe  to  his  soul's  health  ; 
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and  that  this  CI  did  maybe  virtuously  brought  up 
to  lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life ;  remember- 
ing always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us 
our  profession ;  which  is,  to  follow  the  example 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  like  unto 
him ;  that,  as  he  died,  and  rose  again  for  us,  so 
should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness ;  continually  mor- 
tifying all  our  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and 
daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godliness  of 
living. 

€  Then  shall  he  add,  and  say,

Id1  are  to  take  care  that  this  Child  be  brought 
to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as 
he  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments,  and  is  sufficiently  instructed 
in  the  other  parts  of  the  Church-Catechism  set 
forth  for  that  purpose. 


THE  MINISTRATION  OF 

PRIVATE  BAPTISM  OF  CHILDREN. 


IN  HOUSES. 

r  The  Minister  of  every  Parish  shall  often  admonish  the  Peo- 
ple, that  they  defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their  Children  longer 
than  the  first  or  second  Sunday  next  after  their  birth,  or 
other  Holy  Day  falling  between,  unless  upon  a  great  and 
reasonable  cause. 

f  And  also  they  shall  warn  them,  that  without  like  great 
cause  and  necessity,  they  procure  not  their  Children  to  be 
baptized  at  home  in  their  houses.  But  when  need  shall 
compel  them  so  to  do,  then  Baptism  shall  be  administered 
as  followeth. 

f  First,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  (or,  in  his  absence, 
any  other  lawful  Minister  that  can  be  procured)  with  those 
who  are  present,  call  upon  God,  and  say  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  so  many  of  the  Collects  appointed  to  be  said  before  in 
the  Form  of  Public  Baptism,  as  the  time  and  present  exi- 
gence will  suffer.  And  then,  the  Child  being  named  by 
some  one  who  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  water 
upon  it,  saying  these  words  : 

.  I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

r  Then  the  Minister  shall  give  thanks  unto  God,  and  say, 

C  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful 
Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate 
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tl lis  Infant  with  thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  him 
for  thine  own  Child  by  adoption,  and  to  incorpo- 
rate him  into  thy  holy  Church.  And  humbly  we 
beseech  thee  to  grant,  that  he,  being  dead  unto 
sin,  and  living  unto  righteousness,  and  being 
buried  with  Christ  in  his  death,  may  crucify  the 
old  man,  and  utterly  abolish  the  whole  body 
of  sin ;  and  that,  as  he  is  made  partaker  of  the 
death  of  thy  Son,  he  may  also  be  partaker  of  his 
resurrection ;  so  that  finally,  with  the  residue 
of  thy  holy  Church,  he  may  be  an  inheritor  of 
thine  everlasting  kingdom  ;  through  Christ  our 
LortL  Arnen. 

f"  And  let  them  not  doubt,  but  that  the  Child  so  baptized  is 
lawfully  and  sufficiently  baptized,  and  ought  not  to  be  bap- 
tized again.  Yet  nevertheless,  if  the  Child,  which  is  after 
this  sort  baptized,  do  afterwards  live,  it  is  expedient  that 
it  be  brought  into  the  Church,  to  the  intent  that  if  the  Min- 
ister of  the  same  Parish  did  himself  baptize  that  Child,  the 
Congregation  may  be  certified  of  the  true  Form  of  Baptism, 
by  him  privately  before  used:  In  which  case  he  shall  say 
thus  : 

2  CCl'ttfl)  you,  that  according  to  the  due  and 

prescribed  Order  of  the  Church,  at  such  a  time  and 
at  such  a  place,  before  divers  witnesses,  I  baptized 
this  Child. 
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<|  But  if  the  Child  wore  baptized  by  any  other  lawful  Minis- 
ter, then  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  where  the  child  was 
born  or  christened,  shall  examine  whether  the  same  hath 
been  lawfully  done.  And  if  the  Minister  shall  find,  by  the 
answers  of  such  as  bring  the  Child,  that  all  things  were 
done  as  they  ought  to  be;  then  shall  he  not  christen  the 
Child  again,  but  shall  receive  him  as  one  of  the  flock  of 
true  Christian  People,  saying  thus  : 

3  certify  yon  that  in  this  case  all  is  well  done, 
and  according  uoto  dne  order,  concerning  the 
baptizing  of  this  Child;  who  is  now  by  Baptism 
incorporated  into  the  Christian  Church  :  for  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  doth  not  deny  his  grace  and 
mercy  unto  such  Infants,  but  most  lovingly  doth 
call  them  unto  him,  as  the  holy  Gospel  doth  wit- 
ness to  our  comfort  on  this  wise. 

r  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  as  follows :  or  else  shall  pass 
on  to  the  questions  addressed  to  the  Sponsors.

H  When  any  such  Persons  as  are  of  riper  years  are  to  be  bap- 
tized, timely  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister  :  that  so 
due  care  may  be  taken  for  their  examination,  whether  they 
be  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  Principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion  ;  and  that  they  may  be  exhorted  to  prepare  them- 
selves, with  Prayers  and  Fasting,  for  the  receiving  of  this 
holy  Sacrament.

Godmothers  (the  People  being  assembled  upon  the  Sunday, 
Holy  Day,  or  Prayer  Day  appointed)  shall  be  ready  to  pre- 
sent them  at  the  Font,  immediately  after  the  second  Les- 
son, either  at  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Minister, 
in  his  discretion,  shall  think  fit.

shall  answer,  No;  then  shall  the  Minister  say  thus  :

Godfathers  and  Godmothers  promised  for  them 
in  Baptism,  may  themselves,  with  their  own 
mouth  and  consent,  openly  before  the  Church, 
ratify  and  confirm  the  same  :  and  also  promise, 
that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  will  evermore 
endeavour  themselves  faithfully  to  observe  such 
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things,  as  they,  by  their  own  confession,  have 
assented  unto.

several  States,  every  Minister  is  left  to  the  direction  of 
those  laws,  in  e.very  thing  that  regards  the  civil  contract 
between  the  parties. 

«  And  when  the  Bans  are  published,  it  shall  be  in  the  follow- 
ing form  :  I  publish  the  Bans  of  Marriage  between  M.  of  , 

and  N.  of  .  If  any  of  you  knoio  cause,  or  just  impedi- 
ment, why  these  two  persons  should  not  be  joined  together  in 
holy  Matrimony  ,ye  are  to  declare  it.  This  is  the  first  [second 
or  third]  time  of  asking. 

f  At  the  da}'  and  time  appointed  for  Solemnization  of  Matri- 
mony, the  Persons  to  be  married  shall  come  into  the  body 
of  the  Church,  or  shall  be  ready  in  some  proper  house,  with 
their  friends  and  neighbours  ;  and  there  standing  together, 
the  Man  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  Woman  on  the  left,  the 
Minister  shall  say, 

Oearln  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here 
in  the  sight  of  God,  and  in  the  face  of  this  com- 
pany, to  join  together  this  Man  and  this  Woman 
in  holy  Matrimony  ;  which  is  commended  of  Saint 
Paul  to  be  honourable  among  all  men :  and  there- 
fore is  not  by  any  to  be  entered  into  unadvisedly 
or  lightly ;  but  reverently,  discreetly,  advisedly, 
soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God.    Into  this  holy 
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estate  these  two  persons  present  come  now  to  be 
joined.  If  any  man  can  show  just  cause,  why 
they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him 
now  speak,  or  else  hereafter  for  ever  hold  his 
peace. 

*|  And  also  speaking  tinto  the  Persons  who  are  to  be  married, 
he  shall  say,

Wherefore, 
whatsoever  your  sickness  be,  know  you  certainly 
that  it  is  God's  visitation.  And  for  what  cause 
soever  this  sickness  be  sent  unto  you ;  whether  it 
be  to  try  your  patience  for  the  example  of  others, 
and  that  your  faith  may  be  found,  in  the  day  of 
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the  Lord,  laudable,  glorious,  and  honorable,  to 
the  increase  of  glory  and  endless  felicity  ;  or  else 
it  be  sent  unto  you  to  correct  and  amend  in  you 
whatsoever  doth  offend  the  eves  of  your  heavenly 
Father ;  know  you  certainly,  that  if  you  truly 
repent  you  of  your  sins,  and  bear  your  sickness 
patiently,  trusting  in  Grod's  mercy  for  his  dear 
Son  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  and  render  unto  him 
humble  thanks  for  his  fatherly  visitation,  sub- 
mitting yourself  wholly  unto  his  will,  it  shall 
turn  to  your  profit,  and  help  you  forward  in  the 
right  way  that  leadeth  unto  everlasting  life. 

r  If  the  Person  visited  be  very  sick,  then  the  Minister  may 
end  his  Exhortation  in  this  place,  or  else  proceed. 

therefore  in  good  part  the  chastisement  of 
the  Lord :  For  (as  St.  Paul  saith  in  the  twelfth 
Chapter  to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth 
he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he 
receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth 
with  you  as  with  sons  ;  for  what  son  is  he  whom 
the  Father  chasteneth  not  ?  But  if  ye  be  without 
chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are 
ye  bastards,  and  not  sons.  Furthermore,  we 
have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh,  which  corrected  us, 
and  we  gave  them  reverence :  shall  we  not  much 
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rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits, 
and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chas- 
tened us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  he  for  our 
profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness. 
These  words,  good  brother,  are  written  in  holy 
Scripture  for  our  comfort  and  instruction ;  that 
we  should  patiently,  and  with  thanksgiving,  bear 
our  heavenly  Father's  correction,  whensoever, 
by  any  manner  of  adversity,  it  shall  please  his 
gracious  goodness  to  visit  us.  And  there  should 
be  no  greater  comfort  to  Christian  persons,  than 
to  be  made  like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently 
adversities,  troubles,  and  sickness.  For  he  him- 
self went  not  up  to  joy,  but  first  he  suffered  pain ; 
he  entered  not  into  his  glory  before  he  was  cru- 
cified. So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy  is  to 
suffer  here  with  Christ ;  and  our  door  to  enter 
into  eternal  life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ ;  that 
we  may  rise  again  from  death,  and  dwell  with 
him  in  everlasting  life.  Now  therefore,  taking 
your  sickness,  which  is  thus  profitable  for  you, 
patiently,  I  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  God,  to 
remember  the  profession  which  you  made  unto 
God  in  your  Baptism.

Forasmuch  as  all  mortal  men  are  subject  to  many  sudden 
perils,  diseases,  and  sicknesses,  and  ever  uncertain  what 
time  they  shall  depart  out  of  this  life;  therefore,  to  the 
intent  they  may  be  always  in  readiness  to  die,  whensoever 
it  shall  please  Almighty  God  to  call  them,  the  Ministers 
shall  diligently  from  time  to  time  (but  especially  in  the 
time  of  pestilence,  or  other  infectious  sickness)  exhort  their 
parishioners  to  the  often  receiving  of  the  Holy  Communion 
of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  when  it  shall 
be  publicly  administered  in  the  Church;  that  so  doing, 
they  may,  in  case  of  sudden  visitation,  have  the  less  cause 
to  be  disquieted  for  lack  of  the  same.  But  if  the  sick  person 
be  not  able  to  come  to  the  Church,  and  yet  is  desirous  to 
receive  the  Communion  in  his  house;  then  he  must  give 
timely  notice  to  the  Minister,  signifying  also  how  many 
there  are  to  communicate  with  him  (which  shall  be  two  at 
the  least) ;  and  all  things  necessary  being  prepared,  the 
Minister  shall  there  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion,  be- 
ginning with  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  here  follow- 
ing:

%  (lilt  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the 
Lord:  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live :  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me,  shall  never  die.

%  kltOU)  that  my  Eedeemer  liveth,  and  that 
he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth. 
And  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this 
body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God :  Whom  I 
shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold, 
and  not  another.  Job,  xix.  25,  26,  27. 

C  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is 
certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out.

And  when  all  things  shall  be  sub- 
dued unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself 
be  subject  unto  Him  that  put  all  things  under 
him,  that  God  may  be  all  in  all.  Else  what  shall 
they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the 
dead  rise  not  at  all  ?  Why  are  they  then  bap- 
tized for  the  dead?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeop- 
ardy every  hour  ?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing, 
which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die 
daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought 
with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me, 
if  the  dead  rise  not?  let  us  eat  and  drink,  for 
to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived :  evil  com- 
munications corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have  not 
the  knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this  to  your 
shame.  But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the 
dead  raised  up?  and  with  what  body  do  they 
come  ?  Thou  fool !  that  which  thou  sowest  is 
not  quickened,  except  it  die.    And  that  which 
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thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of 
some  other  grain.  But  Grod  giveth  it  a  body  as 
it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own 
body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh  ;  but  there 
is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts, 
another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There 
are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial; 
but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory 
of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  There  is  one  glory 
of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and 
another  glory  of  the  stars  ;  for  one  star  differeth 
from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption ; 
it  is  raised  in  incorruption :  it  is  sown  in  dishon- 
our ;  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weak- 
ness ;  it  is  raised  in  power  :  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body :  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a 
natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And 
so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a 
living  soul :  the  last  Adam  was  made  a  quicken- 
ing spirit.  Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which  is 
spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural  :  and  after- 
ward that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first  man  is 
of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord 
from  heaven.    As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they 
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also  that  are  earthy :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such 
are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear 
the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say, 
brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God  ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit 
incorruption.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery  : 
we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 
in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the 
last  trump  :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the 
dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall 
be  changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  im- 
mortality. So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have 
put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have 
put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up 
in  victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death 
is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  Law.  But 
thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my 
beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable, 
always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  for- 
asmuch as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord. 
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When  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the  Corpse  is  made 
ready  to  be  laid  into  the  earth,  shall  be  sung  or  said, 

ittan  ,  that  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but  a 
short  time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.  He 
cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down,  like  a  flower ;  he 
fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  continueth 
in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death  :  of  whom 
may  we  seek  for  succour,  but  of  thee,  0  Lord, 
who  for  our  sins  art  justly  displeased? 

Yet,  0  Lord  God  most  holy,  0  Lord  most 
mighty,  0  holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour, 
deliver  us  not  into  the  bitter  pains  of  eternal 
death.

Almighty  God.  that 
we.  who  for  our  evil  deeds  do  worthily  deserve 
to  be  punished,  by  the  comfort  of  thy  grace  may 
mercifully  be  relieved  :  through  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

who  sparest  when  we  deserve  pun- 
ishment, and  in  thy  wrath  rememberest  mercy  : 
TVe  humbly  beseech  thee,  of  thy  goodness  to 
comfort  and  succour  all  those  who  are  under  re- 
proach and  misery  in  the  house  of  bondage  ;  cor- 
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rect  them  not  in  thine  anger,  neither  chasten  them 
in  thy  sore  displeasure.  Give  them  a  right  under- 
standing, of  themselves,  and  of  thy  threats  and 
promises ;  that  they  may  neither  cast  away  their 
confidence  in  thee,  nor  place  it  any  where  but  in 
thee.  Eelieve  the  distressed,  protect  the  inno- 
cent, and  awaken  the  guilty :  and  forasmuch  as 
thou  alone  bringest  light  out  of  darkness,  and 
good  out  of  evil,  grant  that  the  pains  and  pun- 
ishments which  these  thy  servants  endure,  through 
their  bodily  confinement,  may  tend  to  setting  free 
their  souls  from  the  chains  of  sin ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

r  Here  the  Minister,  as  he  shall  see  convenient,  may  read  the 
Prayer  for  All  Conditions  of  Men,  the  Collect  for  Ash -Wed- 
nesday, and  the  Collect  beginning  Almighty  God,  the  foun- 
tain of  all  wisdom,  &c,  or  any  other  Prayer  of  the  Liturgy, 
which  he  shall  judge  proper. 

f  Then  shall  the  Minister  exhort  the  prisoner  or  prisoners 
after  this  form,  or  other  like. 

beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty 
God,  whose  never-failing  providence  governeth 
all  things  both  in  heaven  and  earth,  hath  so 
wisely  and  mercifully  ordered  the  course  of  this 
world,  that  his  judgments  are  often  sent  as  father- 
ly corrections  to  us ;  and  if  with  due  submission 
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and  resignation  to  his  holy  will  we  receive  the 
same,  they  will  work  together  for  our  good. 

It  is  your  part  and  duty,  therefore,  to  humble 
yourself  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God,  to  ac- 
knowledge the  righteousness  of  his  judgments, 
and  to  endeavour  that,  by  his  grace,  this  present 
visitation  may  lead  you  to  a  sincere  and  hearty 
repentance. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is,  to  examine 
your  life  and  conversation  by  the  rule  of  (rod's 
commandments ;  and  whereinsoever  you  shall 
perceive  yourself  to  have  offended  either  by  will, 
word,  or  deed,  there  to  bewail  your  own  sinful- 
ness, and  to  confess  yourself  to  Almighty  God, 
with  full  purpose  of  amendment  of  life.  And  if 
you  shall  perceive  jour  offences  to  be  such  as 
are  not  only  against  God,  but  also  against  your 
neighbours ;  then  to  reconcile  yourself  to  them, 
being  ready  to  make  restitution  and  satisfaction, 
according  to  the  uttermost  of  your  power,  for  all 
injuries  and  wrongs  done  by  you  to  any  other : 
and  being  likewise  ready  to  forgive  others  who 
have  offended  you,  as  you  would  have  forgive- 
ness of  your  offences  at  God's  hand.  And  to  this 
true  repentance  and  change  of  mind  you  must 
acid  a  lively  and  steadfast  faith,  and  dependence 
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upon  the  merits  of  the  death  of  Christ,  with  an 
entire  resignation  of  yourself  to  the  will  of  God. 
Except  you  repent,  and  believe,  we  can  give  you 
no  hope  of  salvation.  But  if  you  do  sincerely 
repent  and  believe,  God  hath  declared,  though 
your  sins  be  as  red  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  made 
white  as  snow  ;  though  your  wickednesses  have 
gone  over  your  head,  yet  shall  they  not  be  your 
destruction. 

We  exhort  you  therefore  in  the  Name  of  God, 
and  of  his  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour, 
and  as  you  tender  your  own  salvation,  to  take 
good  heed  of  <4hese  things  in  time,  while  the  day 
of  salvation  lasteth  ;  for  the  night  cometh,  when 
no  man  can  work.  While  you  have  the  light, 
believe  in  the  light,  and  walk  as  children  of  the 
light,  that  you  be  not  cast  into  outer  darkness ; 
that  you  may  not  knock,  when  the  door  shall  be 
shut ;  and  cry  for  mercy,  when  it  is  the  time  of 
justice.  Now,  you  are  the  object  of  God's  mercy, 
if  by  repentance  and  true  faith  you  turn  unto 
him  ;  but  if  you  neglect  these  things,  you  will  be 
the  object  of  his  justice  and  vengeance.  Now, 
you  may  claim  the  merits  of  Christ ;  but  if  you 
die  in  your  sins,  his  sufferings  will  tend  to  your 
greater  condemnation.    0  beloved,  consider  in 
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this  your  day,  how  fearful  a  thing  it  will  be  to 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  Grod,  when  you 
can  neither  fly  to  his  mercy  to  protect  you,  nor 
to  the  merits  of  Christ  to  cover  you  in  that  ter- 
rible day.

Wherefore  we  come  to  you  in  the  bowels  of 
compassion  ;  and,  being  desirous  that  you  should

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wretchedness  of  your  condition,  and  declare  how 
far  you  ought  to  depend  on  the  mercies  of  God, 
and  the  merits  of  our  Saviour.  Consider  then 
seriously  with  yourself,  in  all  appearance  the 
time  of  your  dissolution  draweth  near  :  your  sins 
have  laid  fast  hold  upon  you ;  you  are  soon  to 
be  removed  from  among  men  by  a  violent  death  ; 
and  you  shall  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass, 
which  in  the  morning  is  green  and  groweth  up, 
but  in  the  evening  is  cut  down,  dried  up.  and 
withered.  After  you  have  thus  finished  the 
course  of  a  sinful  and  miserable  life,  you  shall 
appear  before  the  Judge  of  all  flesh  ;  who,  as  he 
pronounces  blessings  on  the  righteous,  shall  like- 
wise say,  with  a  terrible  voice  of  most  just  judg- 
ment, to  the  wicked,  Gro,  ye  accursed,  into  the 
fire  everlasting,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels. 

Your  sins  have  brought  you  too  near  this 
dreadful  sentence  :  it  is  therefore  your  part  and 
duty,  my  brother,  humbly  to  confess  and  bewail 
vour  great  and  manifold  offences,  and  to  repent 
you  truly  of  your  sins,  as  you  tender  the  eternal 
salvation  of  your  soul. 

Be  not  deceived  with  a  vain  and  presumptuous 
expectation  of  God's  favour,  nor  say  within  your-

self,  Peace,  peace,  where  there  is  no  peace ;  for 
there  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked. 
God  is  not  mocked ;  he  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to 
behold  iniquity ;  and  without  holiness  no  man 
shall  see  the  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  despair 
not  of  God's  mercy,  though  trouble  is  on  every 
side ;  for  God  shutteth  not  up  his  mercies  for 
ever  in  displeasure :  but  if  we  confess  our  sins, 
he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and 
to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness.

cepting those  who  have  prosecuted  you  even 
unto  death  :  and,  though  this  may  seem  a  hard 
saying,  yet  know  assuredly,  that  without  it  your 
charity  is  not  yet  perfect.  And  fail  not  earnestly 
to  endeavour  and  pray  for  this  blessed  temper 
and  composure  of  mind.  So  may  you  cast  your- 
self with  an  entire  dependence  upon  the  mercies 
of  God,  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  and 
Eedeemer  Jesus  Christ

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

CATHEDRAL  GUILD. 

ARTICLE  I. 
NAME   AND  OBJECT. 

iLl)t0  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Cathedral 
Guild,"  of  the  Cathedral  of  All  Saints,  Albany, 
1ST.  Y.  And  its  object  shall  be :  1st,  the  mutual 
benefit  of  its  members  in  Christian  Faith  and 
Duty ;  2d,  the  promotion  of  reverence  and  zeal 
in  worship  and  the  diffusion  of  the  principles  of 
the  Catholic  Church  ;  3d,  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  its  members  in  works  of  mercy. 

ARTICLE  n. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation 
f  ;  :  * 


*  
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recommended  by  the  Superior  or  Master  at  a 
regular  meeting,  may  become  a  member  of-  the 
Guild  by  signing  this  Constitution. 

Any  member  of  the  Cathedral  Congregation, 
man  or  woman,  desiring  to  do  special  work  in 
any  of  the  Wards,  without  becoming  a  regular 
member  of  the  Guild,  may  do  so  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Superior  or  Master,  and  will  be  con- 
sidered an  associate  of  the  Guild  without  comply- 
ing with  the  above  regulations  :  although  such 
members  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  on  any 
question  brought  before  the  Guild,  or  for  its 
Officers. 

The  Clergy  of  the  Cathedral  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Guild. 

ARTICLE  III. 
OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Guild  shall  be  a  Superior,  a 
Master,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  :  the  two 
latter  to  be  elected  by  ballot  annually,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Guild.  These  Officers 
shall  form  the  Council  or  Managing  Committee 
of  the  Guild,  and  shall  make  such  By-Laws  as 
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may  be  necessary  for  its  government.  No  mem- 
ber of  the  Guild  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
Secretary  or  Treasurer  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive terms. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERIOR. 

The  Superior  (who  shall  be  the  Bishop  ex- 
officio)  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Guild 
at  which  he  may  be  present,  and  have  a  general 
supervision  of  all  the  works  undertaken  by  the 
Guild  ;  he  shall  be  consulted  about  all  extensions 
of  work  or  new  undertakings  ;  if  there  be  no 
Master,  he  shall  select  members  for  the  Wards  ; 
appoint  a  Warden  for  each  Ward  ;  and  fill  all 
vacancies  occurring  between  the  times  for  annual 
elections. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  MASTER. 

The  Master  (who  shall  be  Dean  of  the  Cathedral 
ex-officio)  shall  preside  at  Guild  meetings  in  the 
absence  of  the  Superior;  shall  be  ex-officio  a 
member  of  each  Ward  and  preside  at  their  meet- 
ings if  he  be  present ;  shall  select  members  for 
the  Wards ;  appoint  a  Warden  for  each  Ward ; 
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fill  all  vacancies  occurring  between  the  times  for 
annual  elections,  and  have  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  Guild  as  far  as  it  does  not  conflict 
with  the  rights  of  the  Superior. 

If  there  be  no  Dean  of  the  Cathedral,  then  the 
Guild,  by  and  vrith  the  consent  of  the  Superior, 
shall  name  one  of  the  resident  Canons  to  perform 
such  duties  of  the  Master  as  are  not  by  this  Con- 
stitution assigned  to  the  Superior. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and 
other  records  of  the  Guild,  but  not  of  the  Wards  : 
issue  notices  of  the  meetings,  and  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Guild:  and  shall  preside 
at  the  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  Superior  or 
Master. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  accounts  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  the  Guild,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  monthly  meetings ;  he  shall 
pay  out  no  moneys  except  on  resolution  of  a 
Guild  Meeting,  or  on  an  order  from  the  Council ; 
he  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  in  the  absence  of 
any  superior  officer. 
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ARTICLE  V. 
MEETINGS. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  December;  and  regular  monthly 
meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month; 
special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by 
the  Superior  or  Master ;  or  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Council.  Bach  meeting  shall  be  opened  by 
such  devotional  exercises  as  the  Council  may 
decide  upon. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
FUNDS  OF  THE  GUILD. 

The  funds  of  the  Guild  shall  be  raised  by  regu- 
lar dues,  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  an  alms 
box  at  the  door  of  the  Cathedral,  and  such  other 
means  as  the  Council  may  at  any  time  direct. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
WARDS. 

The  Guild  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  sec- 
tions or  "  Wards  "  as  there  are  branches  of  work 
to  be  attended  to.

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The  "Wards,  and  the  object  of  each,  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

L  St  ATbarHs  Ward. — To  further  the  building 
of  the  Cathedral  and  such  other  buildings  as 
may  be  undertaken  either  by  the  Cathedral  < 
Chapter  or  this  Guild. 

II.  St  Andrew's  Ward. — To  gather  attendants 
at  the  services  of  the  Church  ;  to  provide  attend- 
ants at  the  services  with  seats  and  books,  and 
in  general  to  extend  the  courtesies  of  the  Church 
to  strangers  when  they  come,  especially  the  poor. 

III.  Keble  Ward. — 1st.  To  sell  and  otherwise 
disseminate  Church  books,  pamphlets,  leaflets, 
cards,  literature,  and  other  articles  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Church.  2d.  To  collect  and  have  charge 
of  Sunday  School  and  Parish  libraries.  3d.  To 
procure  Church  books  from  abroad,  and  take 
subscriptions  for  Church  papers  and  periodicals. 

IY.  St.  Cecilia  Ward. — To  assist  the  Precen- 
tor of  the  Cathedral  in  the  care,  oversight,  and 
instruction  of  the  choristers,  and  in  the  care  of 
vestments. 

Y.  All  Saints'  Ward. — To  prepare  Feast  Day 
decorations  ;  and  to  arrange  for  Guild  Entertain- 
ments. 

YI.  Holy  Innocents'  Ward. — To  gather  scholars 
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for  the  Sunday  School,  and  to  care  for  and  instruct 
them. 

VII.  Si  Luke's  Ward. — To  visit  and  assist 
the  sick. 

VIII.  Dorcas'  Ward. — To  visit  and  assist  the 
poor,  providing  occupation,  clothing,  and  other 
necessaries. 

WARDENS. 

Each  Ward  shall  have  its  own  Head,  called  a 
Warden,  who  shall  direct  (under  the  Master)  the 
work  of  his  Ward,  and  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
Annual  Meeting ;  each  Ward  shall  have  its  own 
meetings  separate  from  the  Guild  Meeting.  A 
Guildsman  may  be  a  member  of  several  Wards  at 
the  same  time,  but  no  Guildsman  may  be  Warden 
of  more  than  one  Ward.  The  Wardens  shall 
make  regular  reports  to  the  Guild  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

ARTICLE  till. 
AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended 
at  a  regular  meeting  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present,  notice  of  the  amendment 
having  been  duly  given  at  the  previous  monthly 
meeting.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  examine 
into  all  infractions  of  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws,  that  may  be  reported  to  them,  and  at  their 
discretion,  to  reprimand  or  suspend  any  member 
so  reported. 

SECTION  III. 

Any  member  having  received  funds  for  the 
Guild  shall  report  as  soon  as  possible  to  the 
Treasurer.
